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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a fabric care composition according to claim 1 above. The closest prior 
art of GB 2,185,499 teaches a treatment for fabrics using epichlorohydrin resins and an 
additional polymer which may be anionic (see abstract). The prior art does not teach 
applicants' combination of polymers together with a surfactant. Accordingly, the present 
claims are allowable.
